PIKES PEAK, COLO.—Lieut. Zeb- 
ulon Montgomery Pike, for whom 
Pikes Peak was named, apparently 
was no prophet. 

He asserted in 1806 that the peak 
would never be scaled. This sum- 
mer 132,924 persons visited the sum- 
mit. 

Pike’s imagination probably 
eouldn’t have visualized a winding 
highway upon which automobile 
racers climbed the bald top in !ess 
than 16 minutes—-as they have done 
annually at Labor day races for 
more than a score of years. 

In the early days rugged adven- 
turers rode horseback up the peak 
which is snew-capped 11 montlis of 
a year. Then came the cog rail- 
road, one of the wonders of the pre 
auto era. 


Next came early model cars— 
man-painted with the slogan: 
“Pikes Peak or Bust.’’ Their driv- 


ers envisaged plenty of trouble on 
the hairpin turms and when the 14,- 
169-foot-high penk was scaled 
smoothly they boi sted about it back 
home. 

Many Women Drive Up. 


This summer a daily average of 
650 automobiles—e out half of them 
1940 models—spir: ied up the most 
famous of all Rocky mountain 
meaks. Many women drove for their 
first time on a meuntain road. The 
time recuired wus usually from one 
to three hours... dcpending chiefly on 
ine number of stops to gaze at Colo- 
cado Springs and Manitou nestling 
an the Colorado plains below. 


During June, July and August 31,- 
643 cars climbed the mountain, com- 
pared to 28,898 cars and 118,942 pas- 

.sengers in 1939. More than 21,700 
Coloradoans led the 1940 list, while 
6,542 Kansans and 5,546 Texans 
reached the top. 


All 48 states and many foreign 
countries were represented by the 
132,924 motorists making the climb. 
Thousands of others rode up the cog 
railway. 

When they reached the summit 
most of the tourists remained for 
about 30 minutes. Few became ill 
unless they stayed for longer visits, 
which often brought on attacks of 
mountain sickness. 

Bad Effects of Exertion. 

Some motorists became ill be- 
cause they ran about and jumped 
to show their exhilaration. They 
were cautioned by summit house of- 
ficials against overexertion. 


Some visitors saw gray clouds 
hanging below them. Others saw no 
clo. ;, but the rolling prairie 
stretching into the horizon. Still 
others were engulfed in snowstorms 
and addressed picture postcards to 
Midwesterners telling of ‘‘sleeping 
under blankets every night’’ while 
in the mountains. 

Although the brief automobileing 
season is limited to summer months, 
the hikers’ season is year round. 
Members of the AdAmAn club climb 
the peak every New Year's eve— 
regardless of the cepth of snow or 
howling winds—-to set off fireworks.

Big Storehouse 


Essential Materials Needed 


By Man Are Produced 
In Abundance. 


LA JOLLA, CALIF.—A storehouse 
of natural riches, probably great 
enough to supply all mankind with a 
perpetual abundance of most of the 
essential raw materials, has been 
found by scientists. 

It occupies a large part—more 
than 330,000.000 cubic miles—of the 
arth’s outer laver. 


Despite its size, its many riches 
were discovered one by one. The 
reports of many scientists, when put 
together, are just now beginning to 
disclose its almost fantastic poten- 
tialities. 

li is such a prolific producer, the 
scientists say, that it could replen- 
ish most of its resources faster than 
humanity could possibly use them, 
provided the consumers avoided 
waste and practiced intelligent con- 
servation. 

It is the world’s greatest reservoir 
of life, and at the same time the 
largest graveyard on earth. 

It can foster some living things, 
the e::perts state, at the rate of per- 
haps 10,000 generations a year. 

It is the sea. 

Stocked With Food. 


Reports of numerous oceanogra- 
phers are beginning to show that the 
seas are heavily stocked with food, 
medicine, the makings of petroleum, 
with iron and an array of other min- 
erals, and even the things needed to 
produce dynamite, anti-knock gaso- 
line and garden vegetables. 

Most of this wealth is due to the 
activities of countless billions of 
tiny plants and animals, working 
throughout the ages with the help 
of sun, tide, current and other nat- 
ural forces. 

The story of these findings lies in 
the records of the University of Cal- 
ifornia’s Scripps institution of ocean- 
ography, through which much of the 
work was done. 

The discoveries have led some ex- 
perts to conclude that the sea is 
more productive per unit of surface 
area than the land. And there is 
nearly three times as much of ocean 
surface as there is of terra firma. 

But no way has been found to har- 
vest the total annual crop from any 
given sea area. Ocean crops—fish. 
mammals and plants—migrate or 
are moved by ocean currents, com- 
plicating the harvesting. 

A 10,000-generation crop develops 
one generation every 49 minutes. 

Life-Promoting Power. 


Such productivity, says Dr. Claude 
E. ZoBell, Scripps micro-biologist, 
is due to the matchless life-promot- 
ing power of the oceans and be- 
cause sea water and even the ooze 
at the bottom have been teeming 
with bacteria since the beginning of 
life. 

The seas, says Dr. ZoBell, pro- 
duce five times as many animal spe- 
cies, exclusive of insects, as live on 
land, and several thousand plant 
species. 

Ocean temperature is more even 
than continental, which means sea 
plants and animals never suffer 
from extremes of heat or cold. 
Drouth is unknown. And the water 
is heavily ‘‘spiked’’ with minerals 
and other food materials. 

“Moreover,’’ Dr. ZoBell adds, 
“only the top few feet of soil pro- 
duce plant and an'mal life, but the 
sea produces down to the limit of 
sunlight penetration. 200 to 600 feet. 

‘Finally, while the land might 
yield five to ten useful crops. the 
sea could produce possibly 10,000 
generations of life--remoting bacte- 
ria, maybe 100 gen tions among 
various classes uf signi ly larger or- 
ganisms, and still other things at 
undetermined spc.d. 

“Crops on land, at any one time, 
are on the average larger than 
crops in the same area of ocean, but 
we do not know how many crops of 
all kinds the ocean produces in a 
year.”

\Faster-Action Brake Is 


Designed for Motor Use 
MINNEAPOLIS.—A device which 
enables a driver to start braking his 
car in one-eighth of a second may 
reduce traffic hazards. according to 
Stanley E. Anderson, Superior, Wis. 
His ‘‘gadget,”’ as he calls it, com- 
bines an accelerator and brake ped- 
al. 

At 30 miles an hour the average 
criver travels 33 feet before he can 
jam on the brakes, but with Ander- 
son’s invention the time is cut to 
only 5% feet, a demonstration in the 
Twin Cities disclosed.

Gave R. A. F. Its Fire 


Power Superiority.

Gort or even Win- 
ston Churchill, but a tall, cadaverous 
Scotsman called ‘‘Stuffy’’ Dowding 

He is the man who in the face of 
great opposition finally convinced 
the British air council to put eight 
synchronized machine guns on the 
British fighter plane. 
ity, firing power, speed is his motto 
He kept repeating it month after 
month unti] the air council finally 
gave in and the Hurricane and Spit- 
fire were the result. 


Stuffy Dowding also is responsible 
for the decision to place the cockpit 
on the Hurricane behind the engine 
where the pilot would have a maxi- 
mum of protection. On his own ini- 
tiative he worked with a firm of 


glass manufacturers for a year until | 


they developed a pilot’s windshield 
that would shed machine gun bul- 
lets. 

Advantage Over Nazi. 


It would be impossible to over- 
estimate the importance of these 
decisions in the Battle of Britain 
The reported British three to one 
advantage over the Germans in day- 
light air battles is due more than 
anything else to the fact that the 
British have twice as many machine 
guns in each plane as their oppo- 
nents. It is not true to say British 
planes are superior in every way. 
They are slower than the latest 
Messerschmitts and their ceiling is 
lower, but as every German pilot 
who has come down here will tell 
you, when the British let go with 
Stuffy Dowding’s eight machine 
guns, no bomber pilot in the world 
can stay in formation. 

Air Chief Marshal Sir Hugh Cas- 
wall Tremenheere Dowding, now 
boss of Britain’s fighter command, 
is a thin inscrutable figure in blue 
as he sits at headquarters directing 
his fighter pilots by radio. By a 
vast complicated telephone system 
he knows the position of every bomb- 
er over the country and it is his 
job to direct the defense to meet 
every maneuver of the raiders. 

Warns of Air Raids. 

In addition, it is his job to warn 
great urban centers when raiders 
approach. The banshees howl at his 
command. 

Stuffy Dowding flew with the royal 
flying corps in the World war and 
his only son is a pilot today. He 
has served these last 28 years in 
India and the Near East, where for 
a time he had charge of the R. A. F., 
and even today, at 58, he still flies 
his own plane. Noted for his unsmil- 
ing wit, his knobby knees, his stub- 
born Scottish temper and his quick 
decision in battle, Stuffy is essen- 
tially a flier’s flier. 

“The life of a military aviator,’”’ 
he tells his men, ‘‘consists of hours 
of idleness punctuated by moments 
of fear.’’
